ITALY IS IN DILEMMA, Italy's political situation today is most precarious because of 

SAYS "REPORTER" HEAD; the Communist Party's great power, rising strength of the neo-Fascist 

DEAKIN DISCUSSES TITO groups and inner weaknesses of the party in power. Max Ascoli, founs@- 
publisher of The Reporter, told the Overseas Press Club at an informal 

Roundtable October 2. The publisher warned that the faction-ridden De Gasperi government is in 

a dilemma -- it fears to take any action whatever because the Communist Party won one-third of 

votes at the last election, Mr. Ascoli said, "Once one-third of the population of a country 

has practically seceded from the state, the authority of the remaining two-thirds is extremely 

limited." He also pointed out that a Communist minority does not operate as an ordinary opposi- 

tion party, but functions as a state within a state, 

Mr. Ascoli also greatly fears rising popular support for the neo-Fascist groups, especially 
in the South. Ignorant peasant plus the student movement form the bulk of that support, while 
financial aid is also very strong, No leader of the neo-Fascists has yet appeared, Ascoli said, 
but he fears the time may be ripe for appearance of a new Duce. 

Col. F. W. D. Deakin, DSO. British war hero who parachuted into Yugoslavia in 1944 to spend 
eight months with Marshal Tito, reported that Tito's break with the Soviet Union is "irrevocable 
and final", He traced the course of that break and declared he believed Tito's brand of Com- 
munism is not infectious, because Tito does not intend forming a Fifth International. He said 
that "Yugoslavia is merely trying to keep its virginity". Replying to a question regarding 
Yugoslavia's fighting in the event of war, Colonel Deakin indicated he believed Tito would be 
able to hold the Danube line on the North, Yugoslavia now has 33 divisions and can mobilize 
700,000 men, he said.
